Serious Auto Accident 
Kills Warren Buffum 
On Highway In Mexico 


Warren H. Buffum, 59, of Win- 
chester, N. H., well known to many 
Northfield friends andi relatives, a 
sugar chemist and engineer em- 
ployed by the firm of Petree & 
Dorr Engineers, Inc., of New York 
City, was instantly killed in an au- 
tomobile accident in Mexico on 
Thursday, May 25. He was re- 
turning to Mexico City from taking 
pictures of the newly erupted vol- 
cano of Paricutin. 

Mr. Buffum attended Colby 
Academy and the University of 
New Hampshire. He served dur- 
ing the First World War as First 
Lieutenant in the Signla Corps of 
the U. S. Air Forces, and was a 
member of Minatt-Rivers Post, 
American Legion. 

Bor nin Winchester April 15, 
1885, a son of Rev. Francia H. and 
Ccra (Lord) Buffum, he is surviv- 
ed by three sisters, Mrs. Marion 
Rich of Pepperell, Mrs. Margaret 
Spaulding of this town, and Mrs. 
Bertha Boyd of Wisconsin; two 
brothérs, Francis H. Buffum of 
Concord, N. H., and Jesse H. Buf- 
fum of Boston. 

The body of Mr. Buffum was 
cermated in Mexico and his ashes 
brought to Northfield, where on 
Sunday afternoon, June 4th in the 
Unitarian church of which he was 
a member, the funeral services are 
held, Rev. Arthur Heeb officiating. 
Burial is in the family plot in the 
cemetery at Winchester. Photogra- 
pry was a hobby of Mr. Buffum 
and he has frequently shown his 
pictures here at the home of 
friends and organizaticns. A large 
circle of friends will mourn his un- 
timely death.

In Respect And Esteem 
Memory Former Comrades 


Observed In Northfield 


Sunday, the twenty-eighth, was 
observed for the usual services of 
Memorial Day in this town, with 
the weather most pleasant. In the 
churches sermons papropriate to 
the day were delivered and at the 
many homes and buildings about 
the town, the flag was displayed. 
In the afternoon the Memcrial ob- 
servances took place with a parade, 
forming on the High school 
grounds in which was included the 
local pcst of the American Legion, 
the local company of the State 
Guard, trocps of the Boy Scouts 
and of the Girl Scouts and a large 
company of school pupils, all car- 
rying the American flag. The pa- 
rade was headed by the Greenfield 
High schoo) band, with William S. 
Jeffs as director. The parade 
marched down Main Street to Cen- 
ter cemetery where the memorial 
exercises began with the invoca.- 
tion by Rev. George A. Bronscn, 
the singing of God Bless America 
by the assembly, followed by the 
reading of the Honor Roll by Dr. 
Richard G. Holton, adjutant of the 
Legion Post. Under the direction 
cf school music supervisor, Mrs. 
Goodspeed, the children sang sev- 
eral patriotic hymns and Eugene 
Hutchinson read! Lincoln’s Gettys- 
burg address. 

The climax of the occasion was 
the address by Lieut. Commander 
Ottis Estes, U. S. Coast Guard, who 
was introduced by Major William 
M. Marshall. The speaker fn a 
brief but stirring address present- 
ed a picture of Memorial Day from 
the viewpoint cf the present-day 
soldier. His presentation convinc- 
ed the large audience that essen- 
tially the soldier of 1944 is en- 
downed with the same spirit that 
inspired his counterpart in 1918, 
1898, 1865, and 1776 and that with 
this spirit America is invincible. 

Following the address the graves 
of all soldiers and sailors of the 
previous wars were decorated with 
flowers by the schcol children, af- 
ter which a firing squad rendered 
their salute and ‘Taps’? were 
sounded. The parade reformed 
and went to the town hall where 
the Memorila tablets were deco- 
rated. Frank W. Pearsall, com- 
mander of the local post of the 
American Legion, presided at the 
execrises and Sidney H. Given was 
chairman of the committee and 
marshal of the parade.

Mount Hermon School 
Opens Summer Session 
Large Enrollment 


The second wartime summer ées- 
sion at Mount Hermon School will 
begin June 19 and continue until 
August 11, according to an an- 
nouncement by Dr. 
Park, president of the Nerthfield 
Schools. This session will fit into 
the year’s program, to help stud- 
ents gain as much education as 
possible before entering the armed 
services. This year will establish 
a precedent in that Hermon will 
hold three graduations, one having 
been held in January, and! another 
May 27. The third will come in 
August for thcse who complete 
their secondary education this 
summer. 

Three programs will be offered 
at this summer session, the princi- 
pal one being an accelerated course 
for upper classmen to permit earl- 
ier graduation. The two subsid- 
iary programs are as follows: one 
is part-time academic with work 
for pay on the school farm or din- 
ing hall, the other calls for special 
study in pre-induction and war 
courses in preparation for war 
work or the services. 

The subjects offered will be 
third and fourth year English, sec- 
ond-year French, Spanish, and Ger- 
man, 3rd and 4th-year mathemat- 
ics, physics, chemistry, American 
history, mechanical drawing, and 
physiography. For most students 
these will be on a half-year basis 
with the second half to be taken in 
the fall semester. A full program 
thus will be four half-courses, 
which are to be completed by Jan- 
uary, 1945. 

Classes will be held mornings six 
days a week, leaving afternoons 
and evenings for study, recreation, 
and part-time work. The tradition- 
al work hour, established by the 
founder, D. L. Moody, will be ob- 
served, but the time will be reduc- 
ed to the minimum required for 
operating the summer session. The 
students will live in Center Cros3s- 
ley, about 75 being expected. All 
the facilities of the school during 
the regular school year will be 
available to the summer students. 
Religious services will be held Sun- 
days and a modified athletic pro- 
gram will be «bserved. 

Mr. Howard Niblock, a master 
on the regular school faculty, will 
be in charge. The Reverend How- 
ard L. Rubendall of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Albany, N. Y., 
hearmaster-elect of Mount Her- 
mon, will take office on July 1.

Sugar Rationing

The sugar canning regulatjons 
for this year have been amended 
somewhat from the system made 
public earlier in the season. The 
Office of Price Administration has 
fixed two periods for filing appli- 
cations with the local bcards, the 
first from June 1 to July 1, and 
the second from August 1 to Octo- 
ber 31. 

In the first period, no more than 
10 pounds per person may be is- 
sued, since no one knows how 
much fruit she is gcing to can, and 
no one can tell, eevn now, how 
much the vines and trees are going 
to bear, nor how much will reach 
the market for civilian use. 

If, when the second canning pe- 
riod arrives, the canner finds she 
will need to use more than the ten 
pounds per person already receiv- 
ed, she may apply for more, up t) 
the remaining ten pounds if she 
needs that much. Every second 
period application should contain a 
statement showing the disposition 
of the sugar previous granted for 
canning. 

Because Sugar stamp No. 37 has 
been submitted for the spare stamp 
No. 37 in a great many cases, the 
sugar stamp No. 37 will never be 
made valid. Sugar stamp No. 32 
becomes available for five pounds 
of table sugar on June 16, for an 
indefinite period.

Measure honey and prepared fruit, solidly packed, into 
large kettle, flooding each cup with juice, or if necessary, 
with water. Bring to a full rolling boil over hottest fire. Stir 
constantly before and while boiling. Boil hard 1 minute. Re- 
move from fire and stir in bottled fruit pectin. Then stir and 
akim by turns for just 5 minutes to cool slightly, to prevent 
floating fruit. Pour quickly. Paraffin hot marmalade at once. 
Makes’ about 6 glasses (6 fluid ounces each).
